From the aircraft hurtling effort- 
lessly through the sky at about 

300 miles an 
hour, one could 
see the wide, 
sinuously curv- 
ing express- 
ways far below. 
Up and down 
them hurried 
the beetle-like 
shapes of 
trucks and au- 
tomobiles at 
speeds of 60, 
70 and 75 miles 
an hour. 


and know they were driving 
along the rails in the flat prairie 
land at 80 and 90 miles. Once or 
twice jets went by, a flick of 
metal, flashing in the sun, How 
fast? Maybe 600, maybe 
miles an hour. 

Going to Detroit, 
pulsing cylinders, maker of 
horsepower for the nation, it is 
impossible to forget that within 
the lives of millions of Ameri- 
cans yet very much alive, men 
had to sweat, struggle and be 
enormously patient to travel | 
a few miles. 

The meaning of distance in 
America has changed radically 
since that July day in 1701 
when Antoine de la Cadillac and 
his soldiers laboriously paddled 
their boats, at perhaps two 
miles per hour, up the strange 
river to the site selected for a 
fort. (This was the first De- 
troit.) 


Pontiac 


The meaning of distance has 
changed, too, Since the great 
conspiracy of Pontiac. In his 
primitive brain there was a 
genius for organization. He 
welded the Ottawas, Ojibways 
and Potawatomis into a force 
which won tribes deep in the 
Mississippi Valley, They de- 
feated the British settlers at 
eight of 12 forts selected for at- 
tack by Pontiac. Ships came in 
by the lake to save Detroit. 

In the weary months of plot- 
ting he and his men traveled 
exhaustive weeks and miles by 
canoe and on foot. 

The passage of miles was 4a 
body-sapping business. 

But not now not since 
the city of many cylinders, not 
since the city of many ‘“‘horses,”’ 
not since the day of the pneu- 
matic tire and the paved road 
on which it could run. 

Detroit—this is the city which 
brought a revolution to Ameri- 
ca and to the world—the mir- 
acle of modern transportation. 
We who are heirs of that revolu- 
tion are unwise to be smug. It 
was the primitive automobile 
and motorcycle engine about 
which they put wings 
made flight possible.

Mud forced Americans. to 
build the first toll ‘‘turnpikes.” 

These produced the first ‘‘fly- 
ing machine.’’ 

It did not take to air—this 
first flying machine. 

In 1771, five years before the 
Declaration of Independence, a 
stage coach began to operate 
between New York and _ Phila- 
delphia, on the first. turnpike. 
In good, dry weather its speed 
was so great that it could make 
the journey in aday and a half. 
People along the pike turned 
out to see it fly by—drawn by 
specially selected teams, with 
the name painted on its gilded 
coach—‘*The Flying Machine.” 

The first automobile traveled 
seven and eight miles, an hour. 

Henry Ford produced one 
which would go 20 miles an 
hour.

Guatemala is making a serious at- 
tempt to aid its landless peasants. 


The regime of President Castillo 
Armas. which wrested the government 
from the pro-Communist Arbenz faction 


about a year ago, has instituted an 
agrarian reform program. 
The basic social and economic prob- 


lem of Guatemala, as well as many other 
Latin countries, has been the concentra- 
tion of wealth in the hands of too few. This 
results In too many with nothing to lose 
in the event of a revolution and thou- 
sands on thousands ofthe hungry and dis- 
Satisfied willing to listen to the promises of 
any demagogue who may come along. 
The Arbenz regime began a land re- 
form program, though it withheld title to 
the property from the persons who were 


settled under its auspices. The Castillo 


Armas government is continuing | this 
broad policy, but giving the new farm 
Owning gentry immediate title to their 
homesteads. 

So far the government has placed 
about 9,000 heads of families on small 


farms carved from public lands and tracts 
donated by individuals and corporations. 
It has outdone the Arbenz regime in an- 
other respect by supplying government 
credit’ and liberal financing. 

Guatemala is an agricultural country 
and while there are some small landown- 
ers, all too many of the farm workers are 
like the rootless, impoverished tenants of 
the pre-New Deal South.

‘Constitutional, Statutory Provisions Require 


Segregation in State, Atty. Gen. Cook Says 


Atlanta—Probably no public is- 
sue in recent years has produced 
as much confusion and misunder- 
Standing as the unfortunate de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 


Court in the recent segregation 
cases. While it is generally recog- 
nized in this state that the dé 
cision is clearly wrong on princi- 


ple, the question as to its effect 
upon the Georgia constitutional 
and statutory provisions requiring 
segregation in the public school 
systern has hardly received such 
unanimity of opinion, 

Georgia was not a party to the 
segregation cases and declined to 
participate upon invitation as 
friends of the court. In so refus- 
ing, it was sought by responsible 
State officials to not. only avoid 
any possible holding that we had 
thereby become bound but to give 
solemn recognition to the policy 
of this state as evidenced by the 
action of the Legislature and peo- 
ple in making it clear in no un- 
certain terms that segregation 
would not be abolished in our pub- 
lic school system. 

There are both constitutional and 
Statutory provisions in the laws 
of this state which require segre- 
gation in our public school sys- 
tem. Since Georgia was not a. party 
to these suits, these laws are still 
in effect and until they are de- 
clared otherwise, are presumed to 
be constitutional. Nicol v. Ames, 
173 U.S. 509; Ogden v. Saunders, 
12 Wheat, 213; Brunswick Penin- 
sular Corp. v., Daugharty, 203 Ga. 
144, 455, 456. 

Even should a suit be brought 
iu Georgia, any one action could 
affect only one of Georgia's 201 
systems. To bind all of these sys- 
tems, 201 separate suits would 
lfave to be brought. 

If and when any suit is success- 
fully prosecuted against any one 
county or city system, the court 


decree ordering integration would 
never go into effect as a practical 
matter since that same decree 
would close up every public school 
in the county or city affected and 
other means of providing public 
support for education would have 
to be sought Segregation would 
continue as before in the remain- 
ing county and city systems and 
they would not be required to bow 
without question, as the faithful to 
the decrees of the Grand Lama.

Georgia ranks last among the Southern states in its traffic safety 


record. 


The 1954 death rate per million miles of vehicle traffic was 8.0, 
While the national average was only 6.4. 


At the rate we're going. this 
year, Georgia's traffic safety rec- 
ord will be. even worse. We may 
be last, nationally. 

Through this past week, traffic 
deaths in Georgia had shown a six 
per cent increase over the same 
period last yéar. Through the first 
seven months of the year, there 
had been O44 traffic fatalities re- 
corded.

county is not alone in 
worse record. The in- 
creases in traffic accidents ‘and 
traffic fatalities are taking place 
all over the state. 

What are the reasons for the in- 
crease in the traffic toll? 

One failure is in driver and pe- 
destrian education. There are 672 
high schools in Georgia which 
could and should offer students 
courses in driver training. But 
only 159 of these schools have such 
courses—a percentage of only 
23. There are more than  3%6.- 
000 students who ecould. and 
should be getting proper training 
in high school but only 5,300, ° or 
15 per cent, are enrolled in such 
courses.

Mathews the cavalryman afid 
Tom Glover can, and will gladly, 
tell you all about the battle of 
Brown's Mill near Newnan.

Sherman sent McCook’s Cavalry 
on a Wide swing to see what they 
could do about the prisoners at 
Andersonville. Joe Wheeler inter- 
cepted the Federals in Coweta 
County. — 

Fightin’ Joe got by far the best 
of it, though outnumbered, my in- 
formants say, 10 to 1. He turned 
McCook from his mission, retook 
what Confederates ‘‘Mac’’ had 
captured and sent him back to the 
Atlanta area with 600 less troopers 
than he had when he started. 

After riding and fighting for 35 
hours, Fightin’ Joe went to sleep, 
head in arms, on a desk then and 
now in the Glover family. 

Tom Glover has achieved what 
is no doubt many a man’s ambi- 
tion. He owns a_ waterfall. No 
sneaking little cascade, but a full 
40-foot drop amid boulders bigger 
than most anything south of Stone 
Mountain. 


The falls are on the Hilley'’s Mill 
tract recently come into Glover 
ownership. The higher ground is 
known as Millie’s Hill. Down where 
the creek takes a tumble Hilley 
had a mill until it burned a long 
time ago.

He didn’t know much about 
farming, except what he had read 
and unfortunately. most of his 
reading had been about farming 
in the Middle West—where gang 
plows break great flat fields of 
rich deep soil. 


So he found out his mistakes 
early. His horses were big and 
heavy footed for the steep mioun- 


tain roads and the little fields he 
had to work. His plows were too 
hig and heavy. He had a rough 
time. He didn't make enough corn 
in the first year to feed his wile 
and babies and his pig, so his pig 
starved. And he himself had to get 
along, when the meat was gone, 
eating chestnuts, hickory nuts and 
chinquapins from the woods. 

But gradually he learned, not to 
fight the hills, but how to work 
them as they should be worked 
and how to keep cover crops on 
them to keep them from washing

At the same time, it is 
equally clear that this com- 
mandment has no reference to 
the judicial taking of life for 
certain crimes. 


Capital punishment was or- 
dered by God after the flood 
and Paul, in his letter to the 
Romans, makes it plain that 
the power exercised by consti- 
tuted authorities is derived di- 
rectly from God. 

You ask me if I think people 
should kill in wars: War is a 
horrible experience but there 
have been many wars where 
things more precious than life 
itself were at stake. In most 
wars men are acting as the ju- 
dicial agents of their govern- 
ments and are responsible to 
their governments for their 
actions. Many true Christians 
have found themselves’ en- 
gaged in_- physical combat 
which was utterly abhorrent to 
them but for which they were 
not personally responsible.

Elias Nour, though only 40 years 
called Stone Mountain's 
“Old Man” because of his im- 
mense experience and knowledge 
regarding the mountain.

But for about the last month, the 
biggest news un Stone Mountain is 
not rescues, but flowers. 


Nour Said he has been watching 
the progress of the flowers closely. 
He has a fine collection of colored 
still pictures and movies showing 
immense fields thick with golden 
flora. 


Though Nour says he js “not 
much of a flower man,”’ he has put 
the state museum to work trying 
to ascertain the biological classi- 
fication of the flowers. 

“As far as I can tell,’’ he said, 
“these plants are of the calliopsis 
or coreopsis genus, At any rate, I 
don’t know of anywhere else 
around here where they grow.’”’ 

Stone Mountain is also the habi- 
tat of other rare flowers. ‘But 
these come in the spring,’ Nour 
said. ‘‘They are rarer, I guess, but 
not nearly so plentiful or so beau. 
tiful.”’ 


The growing season for the yel- 
lew flowers is from about Aug. 10 
to Sept. 15. 

‘They are prettier this year than 
I have seen them in some years,”’’ 
said Nour. ‘Fires used to kéep 
them from spreading much, but 
the last few years have been good 
for them.’’ 

The casual passerby might not 
suspect that the hard surface of 
Stone Mountain would be a recep- 
tive home for flowers, But these
